Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 04/11/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicants do not define the invention to such a degree that the prior 
art fails to read on it. While "a direction ... parallel to the main surface of the substrate" 
is claimed, this direction is not defined in such a way that the prior art fails to read on it. 
The main surface of rthe prior art references extends in two conventionally defined 
directions, e.g. x and y. For the prior art to read on the claims then, it merely requires 
laminations to extend in one or both of these directions. Consequently, the rejection as 
defined in paper 6 yet stands. See that paper for the art rejections.
